We have forty-six greenhouses devoted to this genera for the 
production of seedlings and plants for sale as well as cut-flower 
production.

We now follow the procedure of making and offering only 
those crosses that we would wish to have in our own greenhouses 
for high quality cut-flower production and show purposes. Thus 
we are really offering to share a part of the plants we are grow- 
ing for our own use. We believe these crosses represent the best 
obtainable today, and they will continue to meet the highest 
standards many years from now. 


In addition to the general listing of crosses, we have many 
divisions of plants, selected when in bloom, of fine plants and 
plants reserved for stud purposes. These are available in limited 
quantities, but the list is too long to catalog. Kindly ask for any 
special needs and we will be glad to quote prices. 

Community pot sizes are available upon request, though not 
catalogued. 


Owing to the difference in climatic 
conditions in various parts of the 
United States, it is impossible to give 
specific instructions for the successful 
culture of Cattleyas and allied hy- 
brids such as Laelio-cattleyas, Brasso- 
cattleyas, or any other types of orchids 
for that matter. It is obvious that the 
same rules could not apply in the 
States of Oregon and Washington 
where humidity is usually high, and 
in the arid southern States such as 
Arizona. The following, therefore, are 
general rules that, if followed, will 
contribute to success in the culture 
of these plants. Orchids are not deli- 
cate plants, as is usually supposed, and 
will grow well if given ordinary care. 


ENCLOSURE. The first question most 
people ask is what kind of enclosure 
do I need? Provide the kind of en- 
closure that you feel you can afford 
but remember that your collection 
will grow and it is cheaper to build 
a place large enough than it is to 
make additions afterwards. Choose a 
location as near as possible free from 
shade of your house and trees and 
those of your neighbors, for in such 
a location you will stand the best 
chance of providing the degree of 
shade that fits the growing methods 
you choose to employ. Provide a de- 
gree of shade that will be relaxing

without being depressing to the aver- 
age human being. In cool, damp 
climates one may use more sunlight 
than in hot, dry ones. A good guide 
is the color of the leaves on your 
plants. If dark green, too much shade; 
if olive green, just right; if yellow 
green, too much light. 


WARDIAN CASE. A wardian case is 
simply a glass box in which condi- 
tions of temperature and humidity 
can be controlled more easily than 
on the window sill or other outside 
location. These cases can be easily 
constructed by building a solid bot- 
tom of boards and four stationary 
sides and hinged lid of ordinary win- 


PARTS OF THE PLANT 


Roots: The function of the roots is 
to transmit moisture, minerals and 
other nutritional material from the 
growing medium (in most cases, 
osmunda fibre or osmundine) to the 
plant. Most of the roots penetrate the 
growing medium, but a few may 
grow over the edge of the pot. 


Rhizome: A tough fibrous stem 
which joins the pseudobulbs to the 
roots. It rests on top of the growing 
medium. 


Pseudobulb: The thick fleshy stem 
from which the leaf grows. Func- 
tions: to store moisture and energy 
for future use of plant. 
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dow sash, with a few holes bored in 
the bottom of the sash for ventila- 
tion. Place a metal container on the 
bottom for wet sand, gravel, or coke, 
arrange the plants on a rack over this 
container and they are ready to grow 
and bloom. The size of the case will 
have to be determined by the space 
available and where the plants can 
get the proper light. 


WINDOW CULTURE. Choose a 
window exposed to considerable sun- 
light and provide thin curtains or 
other means of filtering the light so 
that the plants are not exposed to the 
full strength of direct sun rays. Place 
glass or metal vessels in the windows 
and put the plants on wire or wood- 
slat racks over these vessels. Gravel 
or charcoal should be placed in the 
vessels and kept moist at all times. 
Evaporation from these materials will 
provide humidity for the atmosphere. 
The root system is watered simply by 
pouring water on top of the pot until 
it drips at the bottom. An atomizer 
will supply a satisfactory spray for 
the leaves, or the plants may be taken 
to the kitchen sink and sprayed. 
Room temperature should be kept as 
nearly as possible between 65 and 
75 degrees. Temperatures comfort- 
able to humans are usually also com- 
fortable to orchids. 


AND THEIR FUNCTIONS 


Leaf: Serves purpose of all leaves, i.e. 
to convert air, water and minerals — 
in the presence of light — into sugars 
and other hydrocarbons. 


“Eye’’: Dormant growth at base of 
pseudobulb which will become active 
upon the next growing season of the 
plant. 


Sheath: Formed at top of pseudo- 
bulb, it serves to protect the small 
buds until they have reached a size 
where they break through. From then 
on, they are usually hardy enough to 
withstand any adverse conditions they 
may encounter. Occasionally, a growth 
appears without a sheath, but buds 
may form anyway and develop into 
flowers. 


CULTURAL SUGGESTIONS FOR CATTLEYAS 


For many years those who grew 
Cattleyas thought or talked and wrote 
as if they thought that one must pos- 
sess a number of special senses in 
order to even attempt the task of 
growing orchids. Now thousands of 
amateurs throughout the nation have 
thoroughly debunked this theory. Per- 
haps there was some excuse for the 
early growers forming this opinion 
when we consider the uniqueness and 
astounding beauty of orchids. So 
unique, so beautiful that the early 
growers could not quite consider 
them as plants in the normal sense 
and instead of employing the princi- 
ples of culture of plants familiar to 
them they attempted to formulate a 
new set of procedures with little or 
no data to work on, became com- 
pletely confused themselves, and con- 
fused everyone else. Amateurs have 
been successful in growing orchids in 
a wide variation of enclosures all the 
way from a glass box in the living 
room, an out-of-doors enclosure that 
was hardly big enough to turn around 
in tO some quite spacious and artisti- 
cally constructed greenhouses. First of 
all, remember that orchids are plants. 
Don’t be afraid of them. 


GREENHOUSE TEMPERATURE 


The ideal temperature for Cattleyas 
in the greenhouse is about 84 degrees 


mid-day on bright days in summer in 
most parts of the country, and about 
63 degrees at night. These are safe 
temperatures for California through- 
out the year. In the Northern and 
Eastern States, winter temperature 
may range from 65 degrees to 75 de- 
grees mid-day and in the low 50’s at 
night. Some growers have good luck 
with even lower temperatures, and if 
you are one of them so much the 
better. The important thing to re- 
member is that if the day tempera- 
ture is low then that at night should 
be lower; if the day is warm then 
the night temperature should be up 
a little. 


HUMIDITY. A good guide for 
humidity is that an orchid house 
should be comfortable to people all 
the time they are walking in it, but 
if one stands still for a few minutes, 
they should perspire a little. From 50 
to 70% relative humidity in the day- 
time is desirable. 


WATERING. The subject of when 
to water and when to withhold water 
from the growing media of orchid 
plants has been a much mooted ques- 
tion for many years gone by, and so 
the best that one could hope for in 
any set of cultural instructions would 
be to accomplish some alleviation of 


the fear of attacking this task. The 
degree of dryness the growing media 
should reach before water is applied 
to it may be determined in many 
ways; by hefting the pot and deter- 
mining the dryness by weight, or lift- 
ing it up completely and looking at 
the bottom of the pot. Be sure the 
media is thoroughly dry before water- 
ing and then water thoroughly. Be 
careful with large pots, 514” and 6”. 


POTTING. Potting should be demon- 
strated. Our only advice is to pot your 
plants firmly and at the first sign of 
satisfaction that you have done a 
good job, leave it alone. We hear a 
lot about growing mixtures. No 
doubt they all have their merits, but 
we feel that osmunda is the safest 
and cheapest in the long run. 


SPRAYING. A spraying program 
every month or so with one of the 
commercial orchid sprays will pro- 
vide adequate pest control. 


These instructions are basically for 
Cattleyas, but thousands of amateurs 
throughout the nation have demon- 
strated that Cypripediums, Phalae- 
nopsis, Dendrobiums and other 
orchids, and other plants, will grow 
side by side under conditions similar 
to these described here.

The Cypripedium is considered the easiest orchid to grow. This 
lovely orchid takes its name from the Greek, meaning “Venus- 
slipper.” All of its species can be identified by the pouch, or 
slipper-like lip of the flower. Many wild types, commonly known 
as “‘lady-slippers” are found in our woods and fields, but the 
cultivated varieties are sturdier, much larger and more dramatic. 
Flowers are long lasting. Colors in this orchid are breathtaking, 
varying from white through butter-yellow to deep purple-browns. 
The remarkable variations of markings make this an ever- 
interesting, ever-popular plant. Principal blooming seasons are 
Fall and Winter. 

If you could step into a house full of these lovely and charm- 
ing slipper orchids with their individual variations, you, too, would 
want to own a few plants. 

Cypripedium prices quoted in our catalog are based on 
flowering size plants in four-inch pots. 
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CULTURAL SUGGESTIONS FOR CYPRIPEDIUMS 


Contrary to popular belief, a wide 
variety of orchids will grow in the 
same enclosure. Cypripediums and 
Cattleyas are particularly good neigh- 
bors and most varieties will thrive un- 
der the same conditions. If space is 
available and the budget allows a sepa- 
rate enclosure, there are a few fancy 
touches that Cypripediums will enjoy. 

Osmundine is a standard medium 
for growing all varieties of Cypripe- 
diums. However, we are now using a 
potting mixture of 14 sand, 1% peat 
moss, and 14 fir bark, and are having 
good results. 

Light intensity should be the same 
as for Cattleyas — relaxing without be- 
ing depressing to the average human 
being. In cool, damp climates provide 
more sunlight than in hot, dry ones. 
The color of the leaves is a good indi- 
cation — dark green, too much shade; 
olive green, just right; yellow green, 
too much light.

Temperatures may run into the high 
nineties without damage but where 
possible 68 degrees to 80 degrees is 
better. Where low day temperatures 
prevail a night temperature of 50 de- 
grees to 55 degrees would be prefer- 
able. In warmer regions 60 degrees or 
a little higher is beneficial. 


Don't be afraid to let your Cypripe- 
diums dry at the roots for a short 
period, then water them thoroughly. 
Cypripediums enjoy a free circulation 
of air, but remember to keep the rela- 
tive humidity as near 60% as possible. 
If your plants have good root systems 
a light spray overhead will do no harm 
but it is better to let them dry before 
nightfall. The warm growing whites and 
mottled leaf varieties may be handled 
as other types but prefer a temperature 
five to eight degrees higher. 

Feeding Cypripediums is very bene- 
ficial during the growing season. Use 
fish emulsion or nitrogen fertilizers 
sparingly.

This striking Cypripedium of excellent proportions and texture presents petals and pouch 
of Hay’s russet with wax yellow trim and a white dorsal showing clearly by means of 
contrast a lively design in perilla purple darkening to dark Indian red at the base where 
patches of apple green appear. It is a free bloomer.

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CULTURAL SUGGESTIONS FOR CYMBIDIUMS 


Cymbidiums and many varieties of 
Cypripediums will grow well in the 
open in many parts of the United 
States, side by side and under such a 
wide range of conditions as to have 
caused wide dissension among ama- 
teurs and some professionals as well 
on the subject of ideal conditions for 
them. However, it is generally consid- 
ered now that if one follows more or 
less a few standard rules successful cul- 
ture is assured. First of all, provide a 
light open soil mixture so that the 
water will drain freely. This may be 
accomplished by a mixture of 4 peat 
moss, 14 sand and 14 fir bark. 

Ideal light intensity is that produced 
in a lath house constructed so that the 
laths are the space of one lath apart. 
The reason for this is that as the sun 
moves, the shade of the laths will move 
along the leaves providing periods of 
lower light intensity of about the 
correct degree. 

If your growing medium is well 
drained the plants will take water 
about once a week in the summertime. 
A good way to determine the degree 
of dryness that should be reached be- 
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fore watering is to take a handful of 
soil from just beneath the surface and 
squeeze it. If it forms a cake the soil 
is too moist for watering. If it does not 
form a cake then it is time to water. 

In areas where freezing conditions 
are encountered during the winter 
months Cymbidiums may be grown by 
a combination glass house and out-of- 
doors culture. In this case it is better 
to employ pot culture and the same 
soil mixture recommended above or a 
bit more fibrous. In summer grow them 
under lath or trees that will afford the 
above light intensity and bring them 
inside when the outdoor temperature 
reaches the low forties at night. Night 
temperature of 50 degrees to 55 de- 
grees is recommended for Cymbidiums. 
If placed in the same house with 
Cattleyas or Cypripediums give them 
the position with the greatest amount 
of light. 

Fertilizing with fish emulsion or 
high nitrogen fertilizers during the 
growing season is beneficial, tapering 
off in the fall. Fertilize sparingly at 
frequent intervals rather than a large 
quantity at one time.

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THE FIR BARK STORY 


By LEO HOLGUIN 


Orchids, as most of us know, have been 
grown in many different media and composts 
—Osmunda, Leaf Mold and Redwood Bark, 
Tree Fern Bark, Sand, Gravel, and almost 
everything else under the sun, excepting, 
maybe, the kitchen sink. As one grower re- 
marked: “You can grow them on concrete 
once you learn how.” 

Most materials with the exception of Os- 
munda tend to break down rapidly which 
makes them impractical for the commercial 
grower to use. However, now we have the 
new wonder media, Fir Bark, which should 
last as long as Osmunda it is reported. A 
year or two ago a few growers started to ex- 
periment with this material and report excel- 
lent results. 

At Armacost & Royston we started to ex- 
periment with Fir Bark in August of 1955. 
We have one house with mature Cattleyas in 
this material and two benches of Cattleyas 
potted in steam sterilized Fir Bark. In the 
benches the material is three inches deep. 

Up to February, 1956, the plants have 
shown an increase in root growth. The top 
growth seems to be about the same as when 
Osmunda is used. We will not know about 
the quality of the flowers until the Summer or 
Fall of 1956 when the plants come into 
bloom. 

At this time, February 1956, we can say 
that results thus far are satisfactory. We can- 
not say, frankly, that Fir Bark will take the 


place of Osmunda. At least two years of ex- 
perimentation will be required. We want to 
learn definitely just how long Fir Bark will 
last before breaking down. 

In addition to the above plantings we have 
a bench of Seedlings in Fir Bark and they are 
doing very well. We are also using the mate- 
rial in our Cymbidium and Cypripedium com- 
posts in place of pine shavings or redwood 
bark, as formerly. We use the Fir Bark as it 
comes from the mill for all mature plants. 
For seedlings we screen out the coarse and 
very fine grades. 

We use 10 pounds of Dolomite lime to 
one cubic yard of Fir Bark which brings the 
PH up to about 5.9. We feed every other 
watering with Ammonium Nitrate (33.5% 
Nitrogen), one teaspoonful to a gallon of 
water, or 8 to 50 gallons. 

An analysis is taken about every other 
month and during the past six months all we 
have had to add has been Nitrogen. The PH 
remains around 5.9. Fir Bark has a high Phos- 
phate and Potassium content, but is low in 
Nitrogen and Calcium. 

Fir Bark costs less than most other mate- 
rials and is less expensive to use because 
potting and watering are easier and faster. 

The big question is — How long will Fir 
Bark last before breaking down? Will it re- 
place Osmunda — will the plants continue to 
thrive in years to come as they have thus far? 
Only time will tell.
